No Army-Navy Sport Break

“ S. N., Director of Athletics at

“The clipping 
regarding a break in 
West Point has no foundation in 
fact and was not issued from this 
office. I have had no correspond- 
ence with West Point on this sub- 
ject. The Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy did announce pub- 
licly and officially last summer that 
beginning with the Academic year 
of 1928, this institution would com- 
pete in athletics only with schools 
carrying out eligibility rules as fol- 
lows: The Three Year Rule; Fresh- 
man Rule, and One Year Migratory 
Rule. 

“Outside of one or two articles, 
such as you enclose, I have seen 
nothing that would indicate a break 
in athletics with West Point. As 
far as I am concerned personally, 
I believe we are enjoying a more 
cordial relationship at present with 
West Point than ever before in his- 
tory.”

1929 Bill Being Prepared. 

The 1929 Army Bill is still 
in a nebulous state, far as the Wa 
Department is concerned, recommenda- 
tions have been submitted but have not 
yet been acted upon by the Director of 
the Budget, and of course the final 
drafting of the legislation will rest in 
the hands of the House Military Affairs 
Committee.

This schedule, of 
course, will not be iron-bound but will 
embody the needs of the Army as Mr. 
James has seen them during his ex- 
tended inspection tour of Army posts and 


It is 
expected to fit in very closely with the 
recommendations of the War Depart- 
ment and will undoubtedly have the sup- 
port not only of the Military Committee 
but many other members of the Congress 
as well. 


The designs which are being com- 
pleted by the War Department have 


been made with the idea in mind of de- 
veloping the most useful, economic, and 
decorative combination in the construc- 
tion of quarters and barracks which it 
is possible to attain. 
Standardization is Feature. 

One of the outstanding features is a 
standardization of interior lay-out for 
the various types of quarters so that ail 
quarters of one type, as Captains’ quar- 
ters for instance, will be identical as to 
the number, arrangement, and size of 
the rooms and windows. This will mean 
a substantial saving, not only to the 
Government, but to individual officers as 
well, who will not have the added ex- 
pense of buying new furniture, draper- 
ies, etc., every time they make a change 
of station. 

While the standardization of the in- 
teriors is the aim of the War Depart- 
ment, it is not intended that every build- 
ing type will be duplicated at every 
post. On the contrary, posts in various 
localities will present an outward archi- 
tectural appearance in harmony with 
the best prevailing examples of the sec- 
tion of the country in which the post 
is located. In other words construction in 
California will not clash, architecturally, 
with buildings of the surrounding coun- 
try-side and they will be of stucco with 
tile roofs, of the one-story bungalow 


type; construction in the South will also 
probably be of stucco and tile but two

Wants Wives’ Suggestions.

[pes Approves 
Estimates for Navy 


‘ARRYING a total considerably in ex- 
cess of the amount in the last year’s 
budget, the final estimates for Naval Ap- 
propriations, approved by the President, 
have been returned to the Navy Depart- 
ment and are now in the hands of the 
various Bureaus undergoing. final re- 
vision before being sent to the public 
printer. 

While the sum total for next year is 
understood to be larger by _ forty- 
odd million dollars than the budget fig- 
ures of last fall, which were considerably 
augmented in the final appropriation 
bill, practically all of the increase. is 
taken up by the money alloted for new 
construction, to carry on the work on 
the eight cruisers principally, and nearly 
seven million for the completion of the 
work of modernizing the Oklahoma and 
Nevada, augmenting the approximately 
$6,575,000 in the Deficiency Bill. So 
far as the Navy. proper is concerned 
the funds available for the fiscal year 
1929 are about the same as the amount 


made available for the current year. 
Early Estimates Over “Limit.” 
Preliminary estimates submitted to 

the budget were far in excess. of the 


final “limiting figure.” Aviation espe- 
cially stood a drastic cut in the amount 
originally asked for to carry out the 
provisions 0” the five year program and 
to provide for the natural increased cost 
of the constantly increasing personnel 
and equipment. However the final ap- 
propriation is larger necessarily than 
this year’s as the operating costs have 
grown as naval aviation has increased. 

Failure of the budget to permit an 
increase in Pay Navy that would pro- 
vide for an enlisted personnel in excess 
of the present strength of 82,250 men, 
is the principal bone of contention. A 
minimum of 86,000 men will be required 
to man the Navy properly next year in 
the opinion of the department, a view 
which, as is a matter of record, both 
naval affairs committees and Congress 
in general, concurs in. It is confidently 
predicted that before the bill finally 
passes this important item will be con- 
siderably augmented. 

Cruiser Problem Studied. 


With the estimates out of the way, the 
cruiser problem is coming up for con- 
sideration. Under the recommendations 
of the General Board of the Navy, the 
Department will present to the budget 
a five year program providing for the 
construction of three or more cruisers 
annually. There are conflicting opinions 
as te what the attitude of President 
Coolidge will be, whether he will ap- 
prove as extensive a program as this 
but he is admittedly in favor of some 
new cruisers. In addition.a concrete plan 
for replacements, destroyer leaders and 
submarine construction is ready for sub- 
mission.

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Navy Day Gives Editors Opportunity te Discuss Service’s Problems 





NA VY Day furnished an opportunity for many editors to express their views on 

the naval establishment and to give utterance to their pride and faith in that 
Service. The feature of many editorials was animated discussion of present prob- 
lems affecting the Navy in place of the customary comment on the historical and 
patriotic appeal and traditions of that arm. 

The general trend was toward the linking up of Navy Day observance with 
the effect of the Geneva Conference, some editors advocating the carrying out of 
a program to make our Navy equal to any on the seas, others urging moderation in 





engaging in what they termed “competitive building.” 


THE New York Herald-Tribune (Republican) urged an adequate building program 


saying that “Navy Day comes this year at the turning point in the history of 
After recalling the events which transpired at Geneva, the 


our treaty navy.” 
Tribune continues: 


“We can build by 1931 enough modern 10,000-ton cruisers to bring our navy 


practically up to equality with Great Britain’s in the cruiser class. 


That is the 


only thing left for us to do if we want to live up to the implications of the Wash- 


ington Treaty.” 


FPHE New York Times (Democratic) while declaring “the observance of Navy Day 


should not be allowed to pass without dwelling on the urgency of further limi- 
tation of armaments in the cause of peace” states, “that, in view of the failure of 
the Geneva Conference, Congress will be disposed to approve the construction of 


as many cruisers of 10,000 tons as the Navy requires can hardly be doubted.” 


The Washington (D. C.) Stav (Independent) sees little inclination in this coun- 
try to enter upon a naval construction race with Great Britain or any other nation. 
But there is every reason for the development of a proper naval program which 


shall not leave this country helpless in the face of an emergency.

THAT kind of red tape shall the Army 
buy? Shall it be tape a quarter, a 
half, one inch or two inches wide; made 
of cotton, wool, manila fiber or strap 
iron? Or do its size and composition 
matter? Perhaps not; and in this case 
our endeavor might be to eliminate the 
item entirely. On the other hand, we 
cannot so easily neglect shoves, barb 
wire, rifles, airplanes and 75 m-m guns. 
It may be simple to purchase 50 shovels 
or ten airplanes and obtain suitable ar- 
ticles without formal specifications. To 
buy 200,000 such shovels, or 20,000 mili- 
tary airplanes, without specifications 
that clearly define the quality, work- 
manship and character of the articles, is 
quite another matter. This is especially 
so if the Government is to be protected 
from fraud, poor materials and poor 
workmanship. 
In the first case, the fifty shovels may 
be returned to the dealer, credit received, 
and no serious damage will have re- 


sulted. In the second case, a Jarge sum 
of money will be involved and if the 
manufacturer were unscrupulous he 


might, with impunity, furnish inferior 
and unsuitable products. He would know 
that legally he could not be held be- 
cause he had been given no definite 
specifications as to materials, quality, 
workmanship, tolerances, or require- 
ments as to acceptance. The result 
would be financial loss and inconvenience 
to the Government, and possibly the loss 
of many lives. 
Essential to Defense. : 
Standardization and the preparation of 
adequate specifications for the Army equip- 
ment required in time of war are essential 
parts of the preparation for the National 
Defense. On the railroads, in the industries 
and in all the Government Departments, 
whole divisions are given over to the pur- 
chasing of supplies, the proper purchase of 
each item of which depends upon an ade- 
quate description or specification. Thou- 
sands of men are making purchasing their 
life work. Day after day they are train- 
ing themselves to purchase a single group, 
or at most, a few groups of supplies. Thus, 
they gradually become familiar with the 
items required and can quickly prepare the 
specification on the purchase order with 
such wording that the article of the kind 
and quality they require will be obtained. 
Even they use the same specifications time 
and again, specifications that have been 
prepared carefully and laboriously perhaps 
years before. In that way they save time 
and avoid errors. 
Rapid Procurement Needed. 
In the Army, where it is necessary to be 
prepare for rapid precurement of vast 


quantities e° special supplies, specifications

acquire a ten-fold importance for many 
reasons. Primarily, in the early stages of 
a war, the saving of time is all-important, 
and the time lost in the preparation of a 
specification to obtain just the article de- 
sired is very costly. It is inexcusable 
for any Supply Branch not to have on hand 
a specification or buying description for 
every article it is required to procure. 
It is much more important to have specifi- 
eations than to knew the exact amounts 
of the articles required for some war which 
will not occur as planned. 

Secondly, faulty specifications for arms 
and ammunition may mean the loss of many 
lives. The specifications must produce ar- 
ticles thoroughly suited for the purpose 
intended. 

Trained Personnel Scarce. 

Thirdly, trained procurement personnel 
will be very searce. A great expansion of 
the Supply Branches must take place in 
any major emergency. The present trained 
procurement personnel will he scattered 
very thinly throughout the service and in 
spite of the best of plans to place trained 
reserve officers in the proper niches ip the 
procurement organization it will be impos- 
sible to have the right man for every job 
However, with proper specifications even 
inexperienced men can purchase fairly in- 
telligently and successfully. The Army 
must have its specifica.ions ready. 

Fourthly, specifications are a necessary 
basis of procurement planning. An officer 
making a survey to determine the ability 
of a factory to produce a given article 
must be prepared to give definite informa- 
tion as to the article required. This is 
especially important in the case of non- 
commercial articles, such as guns, fuses 
and shells. With the specifications all 
prepared, including drawings, a factory— 
for example, one manufacturing adding ma- 
chines—may readily determine whether or 
not, by the addition of a few extra lathes 
or drill presses, it can produce fuses in 
the manner desired. 

Not an Army Problem Alene. 

Standardization is by no means exclu- 
sively an Army problem. In time of war 
the Army in the field must depend on the 
“Armies of Industry” for the production 
of its goods. Industry is tooled up to pro- 
duce standard articles. Any variation from 
those standards means a slackening of the 
rate of production. It behooves the Army, 
therefore, to have its specifications con- 
form as closely as possible to commercial 
practice, provided, of course, that the mili- 
tary efficiency is not hindered thereby. In 
the many cases in which there is no similar 
commercial production of the article as a 
whole, the endeavor should be to make the 
manufacture of the parts conform to usual 
commercial shop practice in making similar 
articles. This discussion presupposes that 
well recognized practices in shop.and man- 
ufacturing processes exist. Such is the case. 

Industry Seeks Standard. : 

For many years, industry, through its 
trade associations, technical societies—such 
as the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers—and large manufac- 
turers themselves, have been attempting 
to standardize their procedure and their 
products. The movement at first was re- 
tarded by the natural insistence of each

duce distinctive products and yet have the 
parts thereof replaceable by standard ar- 
ticles. Almost the first subject to come 
under consideration was the standardization 
of screw threads. 

The United States Screw Thread Com- 
mission did excellent pioneer work in the 
establishment of the United States Standard 
screw thread. The results of its work and 
the general acceptance in this country of 
the new standard gradually eliminated the 
delay and annoyance caused by the many 
different sizes, shapes and dimensions of 
screw threads on pipes, nuts and bolts. 
To those who had to make repairs to ma- 
chinery or to install water systems in 
France and Germany during the war, the 
memory cf the nonstandard British, French, 
American and German screw threads re- 
mains a nightmare. 

Affected by War. 

Few of us realize the stimulating effect 
that the war had on the standardization 
movement. Modern war involves the sup- 
ply of standardized articles in enormous 
quantities. Interchangeability of parts, 
simplification of design, and reduction of 
number of shapes and sizes are essential 
for speed and efficiency of operation in the 
field. Standardization and simplification re- 
duce the total of supplies that must be 
transported. Their application is funda- 
mental to the success of the Army. Just 
how the war focused attention on the 
standardization movement is found in the 
records of the Conservation Section of the 
War Industries Board. That section was 
formed as a part of that great body of 
men which attempted to bring industrial or- 
der out of the chaos resulting from the 
enormous expansion and demands placed 
upon industry in the World War. 

‘The plan of conservation laid down by 
the division for the guidance of the com- 
modity sections and of its own agents was 
to undertake studies of industries, particu- 
larly those in which there were shortages 
of materials, facilities, or labor, with a 
view to formulating sets of regulations to 
accomplish one or more of the following 
purposes: 

1. To secure all feasible reductions in 
the number of styles, varieties, sizes, col- 
ors, finishes, etc., of the several products 
of the industry in question. This would 
accomplish economies in manufacture by re- 
ducing the number of operations, and the 
amount of reserve stock, raw and finished, 
which had to be carried; it would speed 
up the turn-over, reduce the labor and ex- 
pense of selling, and decrease the loss due 
to depreciation. 

To Eliminate Styles. 

2. To eliminate styles and varieties of 
articles which violated the principle of 
economy in the use of constituent ma- 
terials; for example, garments requiring 
unusual yardage could be eliminated. 

3. To eliminate features of adornment 
which added nothing to the usefulness of 
articles. 

4. To reduce the production and sale of 
such articles.as were of lesser impertance 
for the comfort and satisfaction of the 
population. 

5. To fester the substitution. of articles 


in Army Procurement Essential te National Defense 
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and materials which were plentiful for 
these which were searce and difficult to 
produce. 

6. To discourage the use for unim- 
portant purposes of articles which were 
needed for more important purposes. 

7. To standardize sizes, lengths, widths, 
thicknesses, weights, gauges, ete., in such 


a way as to preserve sufficient strength and 
durability, but to effect economies in ma- 
terials and labor. 
8. To reduce the waste of materials in 
manufacturing processes generally.

9. To secure 
samples for selling purposes. 

10. To secure economy in containers by 
eliminating the smaller and odd sizes. 

1. To secure economy in packing by 


increasing the number of units per package. 

12. To secure economy in shipping space 
and packing materials by baling instead of 
boxing wherever this was practicable. 

Of these twelve points, eight are now 
being vigorously pushed by various civilian 
and governmental organizations. The other 
four were applicable only in time of war. 

First, let us see what steps are being 
taken in the Army to meet the needs for 
specifications for standardization and sim- 
plification. It is agreed that our Army 
specifications must conform, in so fur es 
practicable, with commercial practice. The 
war demonstrated that only too forcefully. 
The Army must, therefore, keep in touch 
with the most recent developments in 
standardization and simplification. 

This, it is now doing through the Supply 
Branches of the Army, under the super- 
vision of the Assistant Secretary of War, 
by representation on the Federal Specifica- 
tions Board and the American Engineering 
Standards Committee and by close liaison 
and contact with the Division of Simplified 
Practice of the Department of Commerce. 
It might be well to explain the function of 
each of these organizations. 

Federal Board Procedure. 

The Federal Specifications Board wes or- 
ganized under the authority of the Bureau 
of the Budget in 1921 “for the purpose of 
coordination and economy in the procuree 
ment of materials and services used by the 
Government under specifications prepared 
by the various branches thereof, to avoid 
duplication of effort and for the better 
utilization of resources and industries.” 
The board is composed of representatives 
of the various departments and independent 
establishments of the Government, which 
purchase materials. These include the 
eight departments of the Government and 
nineteen independent establishments. The 
Board works through its executive com- 
mittee and some seventy technical commit- 
tees. The procedure for the consideration 
of specifications is as follows: 

“The need of specifications for a given 
article or muterial, for either technical 
or business reasons, is fully considered by 
the executive committee, and the subject 
is then referred to a technical committee 
compesed of the Government experts in 
the particular subject, for consideration of 
all existing Government or commercial 
specifications. A specification is selected, 
or written, which will be suitable for the 
uses of all departments and establishments

WEST POINT PROGRAM STUDIED. 

RECOMMENDATIONS of the West 

Point Construction Board, of which 
Maj. Gen. B. F. Cheatham, U. S. A., the 
Quartermaster General, was President, 
is now in the hands of the Secretary of 
War for review. 

As noted in the Army and Navy 
Journal the report presents the opinions 
of two distinct schools of thought, one 
is for the complete remodelling of the 
entire Academy lay-out, necessitating 
the razing of certain existing buildings, 
and the other would retain the historic 
integrity of West Point and provide for 
expansion with new buildings in addi- 
tion to those already existing.

the’ case of Rear Admiral T. P. 
Megruder is withheld for the time being, 
it is understood that the Admiral is ex- 
pected to report to the Department on 
Wednesday November 9. There is con- 
siderable speculation as to the next de- 
velopment but it is expected that the 
outcome of the now famous controversy 
over the Saturday Evening Post artic’e 
and the subsequent happenings will re- 
ult in the officer being placed in a 
status, either on leave, waiting orders 
or on furlough, that will leave him avail- 
able in the event he is called on to ap- 
pear at a congressional hearing and will 
give him time and opportunity to make 
such preparation as he may desire for 
such hearing. 





General Officers Advanced 


HE PRESIDENT has approved the 

recommendations of the Secretary of 
War for the following promotion and ap- 
pointment: 

Brigadier General Joseph D. Leitch 
to be Major General upon the retirement 
of Major General John M. Jenkins at 
the statutory age of sixty-four on No- 
vember 5, 1927. 

Colonel Otho B. Rosenbaum, Infantry, 
to be Brigadier General to fill the va- 
cancy created by the promotion of Gen- 
eral Leitch. 

General Leitch was born at Montague, 
Muskegan County, Michigan. He was ap- 
pointed -:0m Clay Cemer Nebraska to the 
United States Military Avudemy. Graduat- 
ing in 1889 and was assigned to the In- 
fantry. He participated in the Cuban cam- 
paign in the Spanish-American War and 
was awarded a Silver Star citation for gal- 
lantry at Santiago, July 1, 1898S. 

At the outbreak of the World War Gen- 
eral Leitch was serving in the Philippine 
Islands, but was shortiy thereafter re- 
turned to the United States and placed in 
command of the Reserve ‘)flicers’ Train- 
ing Camp at Fort Snelling, Minn He 
was appointed a Brigadier General, Na- 
tional Army, in December 1917, and was 
assigned to the 8th Division, Camp Fre- 
mont, Calif.. where he cominanded the 
15th Brigade, and the 8th Division for 
temporary periods, until October 1918. Jn 
October 1918 he was appointed a Major 
General, National Army. and assigned 10 
the command of the 13th Division, on 
which duty he remained until April, 1919. 

Reverting to his Regular Army rank of 
Colonel on April 30, 1919, General Leitch 
was detailed as Inspector Gencral of the 
American Expeditionary Forces in Siberia 
ot which he later became Chief of Staff. 

General Leitch has been awarded the 
War Cross (Czechoslovakia); the Order 
of Sts. Mauritius and Lazarus (Italian); 
and the Distinguisned Service Medal. 

Colonel Rosenbaum was born in Marion, 
Virginia, from which place he was ap- 
pointed to the United States Military Acad- 








emy. 

He graduated in 1894 and was assigned 
to the Infantry, with which he served at 
Fort Logan, Colorado, until April, 1898, 
when he departed for duty in Cuba. His 
service in the campaign against Santiago 
resulted in a recommendation for brevet 
promotion because of gallantry in action 
on July 1, 1898, for which action he has 
since received a Silver Star citation. 

Upon mobilization of our National Army 
Colonel Rosenbaum was assigned as Col- 
onel of the 315th Infantry at Camp Meade, 
Maryland. He remained with that regi- 
ment until June 1918 when he was pro- 
moted to be Brigadier General and as- 
signed to the 173d Infantry Brigade, which 
he accompanied over-seas in August 1918. 
In January 1919 he was transferred to the 
155th Infantry Brigade which he com- 
manded until May, 1919. 

Upon his return to the United States 
Colonel Rosenbaum was ordered to Camp 
Gordon, where he was in charge of de- 
mobilization. Then he was detailed as as- 
sistant commandant of the United States 
Disciplinary Barracks, Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas. He graduated in 1922 from the 
School of the Line at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas; in 1923 from the General Staff 
School at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas; and 
in 1924 from the Army War College at 
Washington, D. C. Colonel Rosenbaum is 
now on the War Department General Staff 
in the Operations and Training Division, 
a duty upon which he entered in July, 1924.

Recruiting Conference Planned 
ACCORDING to the present plans, a 
m general conference of the recruiting 
officers of the various Corps Areas is 
scheduled to be held at the War Depart- 
ment on December 15-17, 1927. 

As a result of the extraordinary suc- 
cess of the annual conferences of officers 
in charge of C. M. T. C. work in the 
field, which were inaugurated two years 
ago, the Recruiting Division of the AGO 
is instituting the first of a series of re- 
cruiting conferences which are to be held 
at least once in every four years. 

In general, the purpose of this pro- 
posed conference is to familiarize offi- 
cers with the problems the Recruiting 
Division has to contend with and show 
to them, for their edification, the diffi- 
cult procedure which has to be followed 
in order to keep the average strength 
of the Army within the figure allowed 
by law. 

The program for the conference calls 
for the discussion of a prepared list of 
subjects which will be presented to each 
officer, after which informal discussiens 
of the individual problems presented in 
the various Corps Areas will be taken 
up. The prepared list of subjects for 
consideration will include discussion and 
explanation of the application of the 
recently adopted Intelligence Tests for 
recruits; the numerous economies which 
may be accomplished through the prac- 
tice of certain principles evolved by long | 
experience with recruiting problems; 
and the problems presented in con- 
nection with maintaining the Average 
Strength of the Army according to the 
provisions of the law. 

Results obtained following the two 
annual conferences of C. M. T. C. officers 
have been an increase in the number 
of applications for this type of training 
to 57,000 men. during the past summer, 





with each of the nine Corps Areas ex- 
ceeding its prescribed quota. Due to | 
lack of funds it was necessary for the 
War Department to turn down approxi- 
mately 17,000 of these applications. It 
is due to these phenomenal results that 
the coming conference was conceived, 
and it is hoped that the result will more 
than repay the effort and expense in- 
volved.

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Army Notes 

S A result of the tests of motor equip- 

ment which are being conducted in all 
Corps Areas, the War Department is 
commencing to receive rec dations 
A motorized regiment of antiaircraft 
artillery recently has traveled several 
hundred miles on one-day field maneu- 
vers, averaging 25 miles per day. 

The light trucks of the regiment gave 
excellent service and met the demands 
made upon them, but the equipment in 
a heavy type of truck proved less suit- 
able. When the regiment was accom- 
panied by these heavy trucks, the 
marches were curtailed to from 25 to 35 
miles a day, due both to mechanical de- 
fects of the trucks and to their inability 
to tow the three-inch guns with greater 
speed. Their rate proved much too slow 
to provide a satisfactory maneuverabil- 
ity for an antiaircraft unit. As a conse- 
quence, the Regimental Commander has 
recommended that effort be made to se- 
cure a heavy truck which has both 
greater speed and tractive power. 





There is contained in the pictorial files 
of the Historical Section of the Army 
War College one of the most interest- 
ing and perhaps the largest collection 
of photographs in America. It contains 
between 275,000 and 300,000 photographs 
which depict the activities of all the wars 
since 1860 in which the United States 
has played a part, including the Civil 
War, Indian Wars, Spanish- American 
and the World War.

the War Department states. The actual 
expenses of operating these vehicles will 
be borne by the Post Office Department, 
and that Department has agreed to re- 
turn these vehicles in the same condition 
in which they are loaned. 


Battery C, 16th U. S. Field Artillery, 
U. S. A., Capt. Joseph S. Tate, from 
Fort Myer, Va., will represent the Reg- 
ular Army. in the opening of the Na- 
tional Horse Show at New York City, 
Nev.

GENERAL TILLMAN REACHES EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 
Bec. GEN. S. E. TILLMAN, Ret., recently celebrated his eightieth birthday in 

New York City. Few Army officers can point to the distinguished record which 
General Tillman enjoys. 

Born at Shelbyville, Tenn., in 1847, General Tillman received an appointment 
as Cadet at the United States Military Academy from President Lincoln and grad- 
uated in June, 1869, as a Second Lieutenant of Field Artillery, in which branch he 
served three years and then transferred to the Engineers. Within one year after 
graduation from West Point he was returned there for duty as an instructor and 
between 1870 and 1880 he was three times detailed to the Academy in this capacity. 

While serving as a Lieutenant of Engineers he was sent on an expedition to 
Tasmania, Australia, to observe the transit of Venus and was later occupied, under 
the War Department, with mapping the country west of the 100th meridian. While 
on this work he had the unusual experience of traveling 9,000 measured miles on 
muleback. 

In January, 1881, he was appointed to a professorship at the Military Academy 
which carried with it the grade of Lieutenant Colonel, and then served at the Acad- 
emy as instructor and professor of chemistry, mineralogy and geology until October, 
1911, when he was retired for age. During his duty as professor he was the author 
of three books on the subjects of heat, general chemistry and mineralogy. 

In 1917, six years after his retirement, General Tillman was recalled to active 
duty and placed in command of the Military Academy, in which capacity he served 
throughout the World War. In recognition of his services as Superintendent at the 
Academy, General Tillman was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal and was 
then the oldest officer of the Army to receive this honor, being 72 years of age. 

By special Act of Congress in March, 1919, General Tillman was made a Briga- 
dier General upon the Retired List. 





UTAH’S SKIPPER SPRINGS NAVY DAY INNOVATION.

DEFENSE EDITORIAL ATTRACTS SERVICE ATTENTION. 
N editorial which has attracted considerable attention in the Services is one in the 

Homiletic Review, an influential religious publication, discussing preparedness 
and Pacifism. After scoring extremists’ views on the subject the writer makes 
the following comment on certain pacifist arguments: 

“Objection to the wholesome discipline and good companionship of Boy Scouts 
because they bear some slight analogy to military custom is to illustrate anew the 
genius for absurdity which reformers sometimes develop. If we are to expunge 
every suggestion of military training or struggle from life, St. Paul’s reference to 
‘the whole armor of God’ may have to go with its fellows; for the sound of a 
trumpet is init. * * * Since lawless elements exist within and without a nation, 
it seems evident that some municipal and national powers must be exercised for 
the keeping of peace; and so, conceivably, must international police powers be ex- 
ercised. This is an extraordinarily difficult task, but no less a task on that account; 
and when rightly done it falls within the bounds of Christian good-will. And if 
his good-will be genuine and inclusive enough he will be glad to have every com- 
monwealth adequately policed against mob-madness within and neighbor-madness 
without. This necessitates a force of trained men. * * *” 





SUB “RUNNING LIGHT” REARRANGEMENT STUDIED. 
((ONSIDERATION is being given by the Navy Department to plans for a rear- 
rangement of the “running lights” on submarines to conform even more closely 
to the “rules of the road” at sea and to avoid any repitition of the controversy that 
grew out of the running down of the S-51 by the steamer City of Rome and it is con- 
sidered highly probable that changes will be ordered and put into effect gradually as 
the underseas craft go into the yards for overhaul. 

For some time the Department has been studying the problem of reducing the 
hazard of submarine operations, particularly in military operations but officials are 
loath to discuss the probable changes so long as the civil actions against the Govern- 
ment by families of the men who lost their lives in the disaster of the S-51 are still 
pending.

(COL. CLARENCE R. DAY, F. A., U. S. A. (D. O. L.), has assumed his duties as 

Chief of Staff, 103rd Division, U. S. A., at Denver, Colo., succeeding Lt. Col. K. 
C. Masteller, C. A. C., and has extended his greetings to his new command through 
the Division’s official publication The Cactus. 

Colonel Day is an officer of long and varied experience and is looked upon as an 
able successor to Lt. Col. Masteller under whose guidance the 103d has maintained 
the high efficiency for which it is famous.

Marine Corps will celebrate its 152d 


birthday. 

In every post and station, among the 
scattered detachments in Nicaragua and 
China, the anniversary will be observed. 
This year Philadelphia will be the scene 
of the principal celebration, as on the 
tenth the new club house there, spon- 
sored by the local Thomas Robert Reath 
Post of the American Legion, will be 
dedicated. A luncheon at the Pennsyl- 
vania Athletic Club, the dedication cere- 
monies and the benefit ball in the even- 
ing being the outstanding events. 

Headed by Maj. Gen. Commandant 
John A. Lejeune, Maj. Gen. W. C. Ne- 
ville and Major General Richards, a rep- 
resentative delegation of Marine Corps 
officers will go to Philadelphia for the 
occasion and take part in the cere- 
monies. 

The annual convention of the Marine 
Corps Legion, the membership of which 
consists of former Marines with a 
sprinkling of present members of the 
corps, is under way at Erie, Pa., the 
convention date having been advanced 
so as not to conflict with the anniver- 
sary observance. Maj. Gen. John A. 
Lejeune is attending the sessions.

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Saratoga Commissioning Soon 
(COMMISSIONING of the airplane car- 
rier, Saratoga which is being com- 
pleted at the American Brown Boveri 
Electric Corporation (Formerly the New 
York Ship Building Co.), Camden, N. J., 
is scheduled between the 15th and 20th 
of November. Her sister ship, the Lex- 
ington, is being built by the Fore River 
Shipbuilding: Corporation, Quincy, Mass. 
After commissicning the Saratoga will 
go to the Philadelphia Navy Yard for a 
short time for taking on stores and other 
equipment. She will make a shakedown 
cruise before joining the Battle Fleet 
as flagship of the aircraft squadrons. 
The Saratoga is 850 feet long between 
perpendiculars and 888 feet long overall, 
The maximum beam at the flying deck is 


106 feet. Displacement about 33,000 tons; 
maximum draft about 30 feet. She is 
equipped with engines of 180,000 horse- 
power, built by the General Electric Com- 
pany of Schenectady, New York. 

A lorg flying deck will extend over the 


entire top of the ship from stem to stern 
and will be free from all obstructions with 
the exception of an “island” on the star- 
board side, where in «a massive combined 
funnel enclosure, the masts, uptukes, tur- 
rets, and superstructure are located 

The interior of the Saratoga is quite dif- 
ferent from the space below decks on other 


naval vessels. There are storage places 
for flying machines as well as cranes and 
elevators with which to hoist them up from 
below preparatory to hopping off from the 
flying deck. 

The crew's quarters are on the deck be- 
neath the flying deck and the hangar deck 
is below that, thus receiving the protection 


of two upper decks from explosives that 
might drop on the ship by enemy airplanes. 
Forward of the hangar deck there are 


eight decks from the hold to the flying 
deck. 

There are fully equipped aircraft ma- 
chine shops and carpenter shops on board, 


a laboratory for testing encines, and shops 
for fabric work, doping and painting. There 
is a sheet metal shop, a plumbing shop 
and sewing shop with more than 40 sew- 
ing machines. 


The ship's armament in addition to about 
85 airplanes which she carries, consists 
of eight 8-inch 50 calibre long range rifles 


and twelve 25 calibre anti-aircraft guns 
capable of warding off destroyer as well as 
latter guns are

The Saratoga will be propelled by

Brigadier General G. A. Fraser, Adju- 
tant General of North Dakota, was 
elected President of the National Guard 
Association of the United States for the 
ensuing year. 

General Fraser, who has been Vice- 
President of the Association succeeded 
Major General William G. Price, Jr., of 
Pennsylvania as ‘President of the As- 
sociation, 

Election of the Corps Area Vice-Presi- 
dents for the ensuing year resulted in 
the reappointment of but two out of the 
nine. Vice-Presidents elected foliow: 
ist Corps Area, iBrig. Gen. J. E. Han- 
son, of Maine;: 2nd Corps Area, Brig. 
Gen. Elmore F. Austin, of New York; 
3rd Corps Area, Col. D. E. Davis, of 
Penn.; 4th Corps Area, Brig. Gen. J. C. 
Dozier, of S. C.; 5th Corps Area, Brig. 
Gen. Frank D. Henderson, of Ohio, re- 
elected; 6th Corps Area, Col. H. A. Pick- 
ert, of Mich.; 7th Corps Aea, Brig. Gen. 
W. McD. Rowan of Kansas; 8th Corps 
Area, Col. N. L. King, of New Mexico; 
and 9th Corps Area, Brig. Gen. Geo. A. 
White, of Oregon, re-elected. 

Royally Entertained. 

The State of Minnesota and the cities 
of St. Paul and Minneapolis joined in the 
entertainment provided for the dele- 
gates, which was the most elaborate 
program of entertainment ever provided 
for a National Guard convention. It was 
so arranged, however, that there was 
little interference to the work of the 
convention, which considered all phases 
of National Guard problems. 

The most important subject discussed 
was the securing of sufficient funds to 
carry on a proper development of the 
National Guard. There are many com- 
bat units missing, and the Association 
directed its Executive Council to take 
such steps as will bring to the President 
and Congress the realization of the ur- 
gent need to provide for the growth of 
the Guard. It is expected that the re- 
sults of this action will be the effort to 
secure sufficient funds to increase the 
Guard from its present strength of 186,- 
000 to about 196,000. 

Proposed Federalization Studied. 

Another important matter that took 
up a large part of the time of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was the proposed 
federalization of the National Guard, as 
provided in reports submitted by the 
Committee of which Brig. Gen. McPher- 
ren of Oklahoma was Chairman. This 
report of a committee of five offieers, 
which, upon the request of the President 
of the National Guard Association, was 
appointed by the Secretary of War, was 
distributed to members of the Resolu- 
tions Committee and other representa- 
tive National Guardsmen. The Secre- 
tary of War authorized the Chairman 
of the Committee to release same for 
the convention. The report of the Com- 
mittee was very carefully studied by a 
subcommittee of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee which consisted of one person 
from each Corps Area. 

The proposed study would provide 
legislation that would make the National 
Guard a reserve component of the Army 
of the United States in peace time, but 
without abridging the rights that are at 
present conferred upon the National 
Guard of the States, under the Militia 
Clause of the Constitution. The plan in 
substance provides for the National 
Guard of the United States, formed un- 
der the powers of Congress to raise ar- 
mies, to be super-imposed upon the Na- 
tional Guard of the States, formed un- 
der the Militia Bureau Clause of the Con- 
stitution, without taking from the States 
any of the privileges they have at pres- 
ent, under the National Defense Act, in 
the administration of the Guard. The 
basis for this proposal was found in a 
decision rendered by Chief Justice White 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
1918, which, it is believed, covers this 
proposal as to its legality and constitu- 
tionality. 

Further Study Proposed. 

The report of the subcommittee of the 
Resolutions Committee, which was ‘ac- 
cepted by the Resolutions Committee, 
provided for the further study of this 


| 








plan by a committee to be appointed by 
the President of the National Guard. As- 
sociation, to consist of one person from 
each Corps Area. It was provided in 
this report that the Executive Council 


will have the power to act upon the re- . 


port of this Committee in submittmg 
any necessary legislation to Congress. 
The Convention, however, changed that 
part of the Committee’s report, and 
made provision that the report of this 
Committee would be submitted at the 
next annual Convention of the National 
Guard Association to be held in Hot 
Springs, Ark., in the Fall of 1928. 

It was provided, aiso, that copies of 
this study and proposed law should be 
distributed to the Adjutants General of 
all the States for their study and com- 
ment. It is also expected that the Sec- 
reary of War will have the General Staff 
study the report of the Committee which 
was appointed by*him, in order that the 
proposal may have the fullest consider- 
ation by the War Department. 

It was a new idea to most of the 
Guardsmen that was presented, and, 
while it is admitted that there is real 
merit in the proposal and the Committee 
was complimented upon its painstaking 
study and excellent report, there were 
few who believe it should have any ac- 
tion without many minor changes and 
much additional consideration. The rep- 
resentatives of two of the States who 
maintain the largest Guard, New York 
and Pennsylvania, who were represented 
by 25 delegates each, expressed the 
opinion that they were satisfied with the 
present status of the National Guard. 
It is believed, however, that by the time 
of the next annual convention, the le- 
gality and constitutionality of the pro- 
posal will have been fully determined 
and that there will have been a crystal- 
ization of the sentiment in the Guard on 
this change in their status under the 
National Defense Act. 

Uniform Action Taken. 


The Convention took action by the 
passage of the following resolution re- 
garding a new uniform for the National 
Guard, and it is expected that this mat- 
ter will be presented to Congress at this 
session for action: 

Whereas the enlisted personnel of the 
National Guard is still equipped with the 
high collar World War uniforms of poor 
quality and design, and whereas the con- 
tinued use of these old War stock uni- 
forms is detrimental to the morale and 
efficiency of the National juard, and 
whereas there has been approved a new 
roll collar uniform for the Army of the 
United States, 

And whereas it is the obligation of the 
United States under the National Defense 
Act to furnish suitable field service uni- 
forms to the National Guard, 

Therefore be it resolved by the National 
Guard Association of the United States 
in Convention assembled, that the present 
outstanding need of the National Guard is 
the issue to the enlisted men of the ap- 
proved roll collar uniform at the earliest 
possible time, and that the Executive Coun- 
cil be directed to present this matter to 
the President, Congress and the War De- 
partment in the hope that ways and means 
will be provided to accomplish the issue 
of this new uniform. 

Mount Replacement Urged. 

- The question of additional. horses and 
a proper replacement policy for animals 
issued to the National Guard, was also 
carefully considered by the convention, 
and the following resolution on that sub- 
ject was passed, which will probably 
call for action by the President and Con- 
gress, to provide additional funds for 
this purpose: 

Whereas the horses issued to the Na- 
tional Guard are insuflicient to provide 
the mounted units with the number of 
animals required for fair training effi- 
ciency, 

And whereas there does not exist a 
proper replacement policy for animals is- 
sued to the National Guard, the average 
age of said animals being from 16 to 18 
years, 

Therefore be it resolved by the National 
Guard Association in Convention assem- 
bled, that the Kxecutive Council be di- 
rected to present to the War Department 
the need of additional horses to provide 
100 per cent of the present authorized 
allowances and the urgent need for the 
establishment of a replacement policy for 
said animals in order that there will be a 
logical distribution by age within a five- 
year period, and the President and Con- 
gress be requested to provide at this ses- 
sion of Congress the required funds to pro- 
vide for the first year’s replacement of 
said animals. 

The Convention also passed unani- 
mously a resolution again endorsing the 
Disabled Emergency Officers’ Retirement 
Bill, and it.is expected that the National 
Guard will take an active part in the 
legislative efforts that will be exercised 
at this session of Congress to secure 
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the passage of this legislation. The res- 


olution states: 

Whereas our Association has at its 
every Convention urged the approval by 
Congress of the Disabled Emergency‘Om- 
cers’ Retirement Bill, at present known 
as the Tyson-Fitzgerald Bill, and whereas 
the passaze of this worthy legislation would 
be an act of equal justice to the emer- 
gency officers who were disabled in line of 
duty during the World War, almost all 
of said disabled officers being battle cas- 
ualties, and whereas these disabled. emer- 
gency officers are the only class of officers 
of the War who have not been extended 
legislative relief equivalent to all the other 
classes of officers of the World War, 

Therefore be it resolved that the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States in‘ Con- 
vention assembled again expresses its 
wholehearted sympathy in favor of this 
legislation, and directs its Executive Coun- 
cil to cooperate with all veteran organiza- 
tions demanding the passage of this leg- 
islation, and pledges its best efforts to 
bring the influence of the National. Guard 
of all the States in securing the prompt 
passage of this legislation. 

The recent book by Brig. Gen. John 
McA. Palmer, U. S. A., Ret., on “States- 
manship or War,’ was a matter of com- 
ment for the Convention, and those who 
had read the book were enthusiastic in 
their support of most of the ideas 
brought forth in it. The Convention 
adopted the following resolution con- 
cerning this matter: 

Whereas the book “Statesmanship or 
War,” by Brig. Gen. J. MeA. Palmer, U. 
S. A., Ret., published this year, presents 
the subject of proper National Defense by 
a citizen soldier with the Natienal Guard 
as the basic citizen unit, and whereas the 
mission of said book is to recommend the 
proper development and coordination of 
all the civilian components of the Army 
of the United States in order to make said 
components more effective, and whereas 
General Palmer also clearly outlines in 
said’ book the distinction betwen defensive 
and provocative armament, therefore be 
it resolved by the National Guard. Asso- 
ciation of the United States in Convention 
assembled, that the thanks of the \As- 
sociation be extended to General Palmer 
for his splended contribution to our Na- 
tional Defense.

EAR ADMIRAL HILARY P. JONES, President of the General Board of the 
Navy, will retire on the 14th of this month. The entire service will join in 
lamenting the departure of this able officer from the active list, especially at the 
present moment. In every position he has occupied, in every duty he has performed, 
in every emergency he has faced, Admiral Jones has conducted himself in a manner 
thoroughly in accord with naval traditions and befitting a man of his fine sense of 
honor and dignity. His attainments, known to the Navy, were impressed upon the 
country by the courage and ability he displayed during the sessions of the Prelimi- 
nary Disarmament Conference and at the meeting of the Tripartite Naval Confer- 
ence. It is the fashion of British propagandists speaking in the United States to 
belittle the experts while praising our Navy. Yet to such an expert as Admiral 
Jones, whose one aim has been American security through American defense, is due 
the exposure of the efforts at Geneva to retain our fleet in a position of inferiority 
upon the seas. That position will be rectified, and to the Admiral, more than any 
one else will be due the credit for American naval equality. 
T IS OUR HOPE that the President and the Navy Department wi!]l continue to 
utilize the ability and experience of Admiral Jones in the further conferences 
which impend. We note the Soviet Government finally has decided to participate 
In the Preliminary Disarmament Conference, which is expected to reassemble, at 
least tentatively, the latter part of this month. Russia’s abstention from Geneva 
has been cited by the military powers of Continental Europe as a jusification for 
their failure to agree upon any project of land disarmament. Their real unwilling- 
ness lies in the fear they entertain regarding their own security, and their under- 
standing that Great Britain will strive to continue her sea supremacy no matter 
what they may do. Doubtless the Soviets hope to emphasize that they, too, are for 
International peace, and that instead of being the stumbling block in the way of 
jisarmament, Great Britain occupies that unenviable position. In any case, the 
whole situation is involved in intrigue and fraught with dangerous possbilties for 
the United States. Wisdom dictates the dispatch to Geneva—for unfortunately we 
must participate—of men who understand the motives actuating the Powers and 
equipped to advise clearly the Washington Government. Who is so well qualified 
for the task as Admiral Jones? — 
MMHE DAILY PRESS occasionally proves as blind as a mole, and the errors it pro- 
duces become eventually an accepted truth. Its failure to see the light, when 
the light is steel white in its intensity, is apparent in the case of Major General C. P. 
Summerall, Chief of Staff. General Summerall was not “rebuked” by the President; 
he made no “offensive” remarks at San Diego or any place else; he is not a subject 
of “criticism” in official circles. The President saw a newspaper clipping quoting 
General Summerall as condemning the Administration for its policy in connection 
with Army housing. General Summerall explained to the President that he did not 
condemn or even suggest criticism of the Administration, but as a matter of fact 
defended it. Mr. Coolidge knows housing conditions as well as General Summerall; 
he did not disapprove, directly or indirectly, General Summerall’s statements re- 
Bpecting them, but as a matter of fact is working with him to correct them as 
speedily as possible. But daily dispatches have said the Chief of Staff was “rebuked” 
for referring to the housing situation! We hope this summary of what occurred 
will be regarded not only by editors but by their readers, and that they will under- 
stand that the General today possesses the confidence of the President more than 
ever before. ——— 
T IS THE FASHION nowadays to twist into criticism of the Administration every 
remark which an official or an officer of the Services may utter in public. The 
latest to suffer from this tendency is Theodore Douglas Robinson, the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Robinson is said to have denounced the President and 
the Congress for permitting the waste found in useless Navy Yards. If there is 
pne quality which the Assistant Secretary possesses above all others, it is that of 
byalty. He is of the type that would not hold an office and attack his superiors. 
Bold, courageous, willing to accept the full responsibility for whatever he may do 
yr say, Mr. Robinson would be the first to go to the President and tell him how he 
selt about a condition; and he would be the last to utter public criticism and retain 
his post. We can dismiss the Philadelphia incident as another phase of the political 
effort to discredit the Administration now that the Presidential campaign is under- 
way, and Mr. Coolidge has declared he does not choose to run. 








BETTER FEELING between the Reserves and the Regular Establishment will 

result, we are confident, from the proceedings at the Convention of the Reserve 
Officers Association held in Milwaukee. Delegates at the Convention have informed 
us that they secured a new and fairer slant upon the attitude of the War Depart- 
ment, in consequence of the intimate talks given them by Colonel David L. Stone, 
the executive in charge of reserve affairs. Colonel Stone explained freely the pro- 
cedure in force at the Department, and particularly dwelt upon the sincere interest 
which Major General Summerall, Chief of Staff, is displaying. As a matter of fact, 
the Commanding General of the Army is extremely anxious to build up a Reserve 
force, which will be efficient and well disciplined, and be, in truth, a sound com- 
ponent of our national defense. Relative to the complaint that not enough Regular 
Officers have been detailed to units, General Summerall is prepared, wherever the 
Corps Area Commander indicates the need, to make such assignments. 

In reelecting Brig. Gen. Roy A. Hoffman as President, the Association not only 
gave endorsement to an administration which has labored zealously for the Reserve 
cause, but displayed sound judgment in showing adherence to policies which are in 
the interest of National Defense. There have been differences between General 
Hoffman and the War Department; these have been settled or largely minimized. 
General Hoffman will be in Washington shortly and report to General Summerall, 
and it is to be expected, with the disposition oa both sides to cooperate closely, that 
any questions which may arise will be arranged in a manner promotive of National 
Defense. We look for another year for General Hoffman.

whatever the attitude of the Budget as 
reflecting the Administration viewpoint, 
there will be a determined effort in Con- 
gress to rectify the deficiencies in the 
Fleet and to provide the new ships re- 
quired for the Treaty Navy. This feel- 
ing, which was so predominant at the 
last session, is held to have been 
strengthened by the failure of the Gen- 
eva Conference and the attitude of the 
British, and there is every indication 
that the coming session will be enlivened 
by a stirring discussion over the Na- 

tional Defense. 

For several years past under the policy 
of maintaining secrecy with respect to 
all matters pertaining to the Budget, 
the reports of the General Board have 
been heid confidential. There is some 
intimation that this year the Board’s 
recommendations for new construction 
will be made public. In the event it is 
not before the opening of Congress it 
is predicted that naval leaders in Con- 
gress will force its publication. The ar- 
gument advanced in favor of the 14b- 
lishing of the report, which incidentally 
was the established custom under the 
former administration, is that it repre- 
sents the best and soundest thought in 
the Navy or the needs of our sea de- 
fense and Congress and the public are 
entitled to know what these recommenda- 
tions are. In the final analysis of course 
Congress makes such provision as _ it 
deems necessary and advisable in carry- 
ing out these recommendations.

1915 Disaster Claims Urged | 
RENEWING its request for the enact- 
ment of a general law to reimburse 
officers, enlisted men and civilian em- 
ployes of whe Army, or their heirs, for

private property belonging to them or™~ 


members of their family, which was lost 
or damaged by the hurricane and flood 
which completely wiped out the big 
camp at T2xac City, Tex., in August, 
1915, the War Department has sent 
strong and urgent letters to the Com- 
mittees on Claims of both the United 
States Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Although claimants may have despaired 
of receiving justice from Congress, the 
War Tepartment has not lost sight of their 
claims and has obtained the approval of 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget 
of the request for this legislation. There 
are more than 8,000 o* these claims, 
amounting to upwards of $560,000. 

Although the camp at Texas City was 
originally designed to be temporary, it was 
maintained for more than two years with 
officers and meu living in tents or in tem- 
porary shacks erected at their own ex- 
pense. Their families had joined them and 
their entire worldly goods were swept away 
by the hurricane and flood. 

The late Major General J. Franklin Bell, 
who commanded the camp very wisely con- 
vened boards of officers immediately after 
the hurricane and flood, and all persons at- 
tached to the camp were directed to sub- 
mit itemized ‘ists of their losses, together 
with the cost »rices and value at that time 
of the articles. 

These boards considered the claims, ex- 
amined claiments and witnesses and made 
reports in each individual case. These 
now on file in the War Department. 

While these claims are in gocc shape, 
due to the action of General Bell. claimants 
will no doubt realize that favorable action 
by the Claims Committees of Congress and 
enactment of the law by Congress are 
necessary before they can obtain payment 
of their claims.

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Urges New Promotion System 


APVANCING a suggested change in 
the promotion system of the Army 
rather than any rearrangement of posi- 
tions in the pre-ent promotion list, Col. 
H. E. Eames, Inf., U. S. A., has made 
the following study of the Army’s Pro- 
mction Problem for consideration: 


It is conceived that the following main 
issues are involved in the present effort 
to increase the efficiency of the Army by 
providing a reasonable and accelerated 
flow of promotion for the commissioned 
officers in the promotion list: 

(a) Loss of Morale: Due to the alleged 
injustices in the arrangement of names 
on the promotion list and to the poor pros- 
pects for promotion there has b.en a low- 
ering of morale which adversely affects the 
efliciency of the officers and so forth of the 
Army... 

(b) Presence of a “Hump” in the pro- 
motion list due to the inclusion in that 
list of some 5,000 officers of nearly the 
same age and length of service. This 
hump blocks the promotion of those below 
the hump and of those in the hump itself 
but not of those above the hump. 

(c) Slowness of promotion for all offi- 
cers—below, in and above the hump. Slow- 
ness of promotion is caused by an insuffi- 
cient number of separations from the ac- 
tive list in view of the fixed numbers as- 
signed to the various grades. In addition 
to the evil influence on the morale of offi- 
cers, slowness of promotion adversely af- 
fects the efficiency of the Army in that 
it keeps officers in grades after they are 
unsuited by age for the grade. An army 
containing officers of low morale and too 
old for their grade is an ineffective army. 
It is this aspect of the problem that makes 
it necessary to take steps to correct the 
promotion situation. It is a problem in 
National Defense rather than a problem 
of personal ambitions. 

Conserving Officers Supply. 

(ad) Conservation of the Supply of 
Trained Officers: The supply of trained 
officers for a war army is one of the most 
difficult problems of National Defense. No 
nation, therefore, unless forced by finan- 
cial necessity, has given up its war trained 
officers. In the United States we have or- 
ganized as many as we could support into 
an “Organized Reserve Corps,” and en- 
rolled in the Regular Army and National 
Guard all of the others who would accept 
such a commission. We thus avoided the 
economical crime of abandoning this na- 
tional asset and we are doing all that we 
can to keep these officers in the Army and 
up to a high standard of efficiency. 

(ec) Size of the Army: In 1920 and after 
careful study, Congress passed the Na- 
tional Defense Act establishing at that 
time a strength figure for the Regular 
Army appropriate to the many missions 
assigned to the Army and appropriate to 
our national wealth and responsibilities. 
Today, after seven years’ experience, the 
Army is unable to meet fully the demands 
made upon it by the National Defense Act 
due to the material reductions which from 
time to time have been made in the au- 
thorized strength until it is now but 40 
per cent of its intended size. 

2. The foregoing list is by no means ex- 
haustive. There are many other factors 
which are operating to reduce the efli- 
clency of the Army, but they are of minor 
importance compared with those  enu- 
merated in the preceding paragraphs. 

Loss of Morale. 

8. The most significant causes for a loss 
of morale are discussed in detail in the 
following paragraphs. The malign effect 
of a loss of morale is so axiomatic that 
no discussion is needed to prove that as 
soon as the depression is admitted to ex- 
ist, it follows that some remedial action is 
imperative. 

The Hump. 

4. The 6,000 officers who came into the 
Army during and after the war and who 
now compose the hump were arranged 
upon the promotion list in what seemed 
to the capable officers charged with the 
task as a fair and equable manner. The 
problem was complex and difficult in the 
extreme. Rules were adopted and names 
grouped in accordance with these rules. 
Other rules would have produced other 
results but those adopted are believed to 
have been just and fair. To attempt today 
to readjust the names in some other way 
would be to invite discontent among those 
losing by the change and even those bene- 
fiting would be the victims of a feeling 
of uncertainty and insecurity that would 
be highly prejudicial. No change in the 
relative positions should be attempted. 

5. While the hump as individuals can- 
not be helped to a better position through 
readjustment of the names, the hump as 
a unit may be helped to an extent that 
would restore their lost morale and go 
far toward removing the feeling of injury 
under which individuals now suffer. Such

a solution would stimulate the flow of pro- 
motion throughout the Army. Officers in 
the hump, assured of a steady and reason- 
ably rapid flow of promotion, would be 
restored in their confidence that they would 
attain the higher grade before retirement 
and that as they pass through the several 
grades they would leave each before in- 
creasing age has unfitted them for that 
grade. Under such a stimulus, alleged in- 
justices in position would fade into insig- 
nificance. 
Slowness of Promotion. 

6. Slowness of promotion affects the effi- 
ciency of the Army in two ways. It causes 
a loss of morale in the individual officer 
and it fills the various grades with officers 
too old to meet efficiently the demands of 
war upon those grades. It is this latter 
aspect that raises the problem of promo- 
tion above the purely personal plane and 
makes it worthy of serious consideration. 

7. Slowness of promotion is not new in 
our Army. That our senior officers have 
reached their grades instead of being still 
submerged in some lower grade is due en- 
tirely to the fact that at irregular inter- 
vals the Army has been enlarged to keep 
it abreast of our growth in population, 


wealth and world responsibilities. Each 
of these irregular increases has brought 


with it promotion for all grades and also 
an inevitable “hump” of new officers. Each 
has served to promote officers at+a rea- 
sonable if irregular rate and each has been 
followed in due time by a period of Stagna- 
tion in promotion and a loss of morale. 
Such increases will occur again in the fu- 
ture, but the evil effect of their irregu- 
larity can be avoided if they are antici- 
pated and provided for in a regular and 
orderly way. Such provision will also 
solve the problem of promotion that now 
confronts us. How much of an enlarge- 
ment should be made annually and what 
the ultimate strength of the Army should 
be are matters demanding study. An ab- 
breviated discussion of this phase of the 
problem is given in an appropriate place 
in this study. It is sufficient at this point 
to say that the Army is much smaller than 
Was considered proper seven years ago 
and to discuss the effect upon promotion 
of building up the commissioned strength 
to the 1920 figure. This would require the 


addition of an average of 902 officers 

yearly for five years as will be seen 
from the following table:

It will be noticed that there has been 
a steadily increasing prospective period of 
service from 34.1 to 39.4. This could be 
avoided by a variable increase instead of 
the equal one of 902 officers and such a 
sliding scale should be adopted for future 
years designed to hold the entire period 
of prospective service to something near 
40 years. 

8. All officers should be in grades appro- 
priate to their age and this applies to all 
srades from 2d Lieutenant to Major Gen- 
eral, Under present conditions many offi- 
cers are found who are in a grade below 
that proper to their age. Under the sug- 
gested system and assuming the age of 
entry into the service as 24 years, officers 
would pass from grade to grade as follows: 

Second Lieutenants promoted to Ist Lieu- 
tenants at 26 years of age; ist Lieuten- 
ants promoted to Captains at 30 years of 
age; Captains promoted to Majors at 38 
years of age; Majors promoted to Lt. Col- 
onels at 47 years of age, and Lt. Colonels 
to Colonels at 54 years of age. 

There remains an expected 
service for the grades of Coloncl 
higher. 

9. Brigadier Generals are chosen for 
promotion from among the Colonels, the 
selection being based upon meritorious pre- 
vious service and probable efficiency in the 
new grade. If, however, the selected Col- 
onel be young in years and low on the pro- 
motion list, his promotion will block fu- 
ture promotions and have the added evil 
of passing a junior over the heads of sen- 
iors of perhaps equal probal‘e efficiency. 
On the other hand, if the Brigadier Gen- 
erals are chosen by a seniority rule, or if 
the General Board in selecting colonels 
for promotion limits itself to senior officers 
to avoid the blocking of promotion § the 
Board would find its field so limited that 
the Army might be denied the services in a 
high and influential position of some junior 
that otherwise would have been selected. 
There is a danger of a loss of efficiency 
here that merits careful consideration. 

10. Another aspect of this problem is the 
need in war for general officers of experi- 
ence and known capacity. The present 
system does not include any provision for 
training our colonels who will become our 
war generals in the practice of their pro- 
fession except by theoretical instruction. 
Only about one of each one hundred 
colonels ever has any practical experience 
in command of larger units and responsi- 
bilities until war breaks and they are pro- 
moted by seniority to a responsibility for 
which they may have no capacity and 
certainly in which they have had no 
practical training. From the _ view- 
point, then of the colonel who will 
be called upon to command a_ brigade 
or division he is subjected to the acid test 
of war and if found unqualified is returned 
to his permanent and lower grade. From 
the viewpoint of the Government, it is 
forced on the outbreak of war to accept the 
leadership of men who may not be qualified 
but who cannot be removed until an ex- 
perience—often costly—has demonstrated 
his ineapacity. This is a condition which 
should be corrected and which could be 
corrected by the adoption of the system 
of appointment for all general officers such 
as is now in use in the case of Chiefs of 
Branches and their assistant General 
Officers. 

Such a system if generally applied would 
increase the number of practically trained 
generals as colonels would return to their 
permanent grade after four years of a de- 
tail or sooner if found unsatisfactory in the 
higher grade. The increased chance of 
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service in the grade of General would in- 
crease the morale of the colonels and if 
such a detail never comes, a colonel could 
retire with a feeling that at least he had 
attained the highest permanent grade au- 
thorized in peace. 

There would be an obviously wider field 
for the selection of new Brigadiers and a 
corresponding increase in probable ef- 
ficiency. Such Generals as are now com- 
missioned as Generals of the Line would, of 
course, hold their rank, but future va- 
cancies would be filled by detail. The ten 
years left in the promotion system dis- 
cussed previously would be sufficient for 
an officer to serve in one or more of the 
General Officers’ grades before retirement. 

Conservation of Supply. 

11. There is probably no problem con- 
nected with the national defense more 
difficult of solution than that of the supply 
of competent officers. The National De- 
fense Act of 1920 provided for a total of 
approximately 50 per cent of the number 
of officers needed in war but subsequent 
legislation has reduced this source of 
trained officers to the dangerously low 
figure of about 20 per cent—including Reg- 
ular, National Guard and Organized Re- 
setve Officers. As we stand today, there- 
fore, we are but little better off than we 
were in 1917 when we attempted the im- 
possible task of training men to become 
officers in a few months. Eighty per cent 
of the officers in our next war must be 
trained in that way and that is too large 
a percentage for safety. 

12. It was a very wise provision of the 
Defense Act that we conserve the trained 
material we had as a result of the war by 
including as many as could be induced to 
accept commissions in some appropriate 
part of the Army of the United States. 
Many of these men are in the Organized 
Reserves but they are advancing in age 
and are forming business and family ties 
which will perhaps be an effective bar to 
their active service. Many that once were 
in the Reserve Corps have been separated 
by death, resignation or otherwise so that 
the problem of replacement is pressing. 

For this replacement, the Government is 
spending time, money and energy on the 
youth of the lard through the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps and the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps. The number obtained 
from this source is pitiably insufficient to 
meet our national needs however. 

In the Regular Army we took in a num- 
ber of men—something like six thousand— 
and these have been under constant tutelage 
for the past ten years. They represent 
our greatest national asset and every effort 
should be spent upon keeping these men 
in the Army, contented and professionally 
keen. 

The importance of this matter is little 
understood by those who are urging one 
system or another of elimination or se- 
lection as a solution of the promotion prob- 
lem. Great as is the importance of a rea- 
sonable flow of promotion to the morale 
and so the efficiency of the Army, such a 
solution would be little short of criminally 
uneconomical, The retention of these val- 
uable officers is paramount to any question 
of morale and if no way can be found for 
increasing their morale other than to cast 
away this valuable material for national 
defense, then no action at all is justified. 

Size of the Army. 

13. No attempt is made in this study 
to fix an appropriate size for the Army or 
to discuss it except as size becomes a 
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Urges New Promotion System 
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factor in the promotion problem. Some 
discussion is, however, inevitable. 

One of the most significant factors that 
goes to determine the strength of the Army 
jn any nation is the wealth of that na- 
tion. There is an appropriate and safe 
ratio between the size of the Army and 
the national wealth. The experience of 
the United States for tne past eighty years 
has established a ratio of one soldier to 
each $1,474,000.00 of the general wealth 
of the United States. Of late years be- 
cause of the very rapid growth of our 
wealth and the reductions which have been 
made in the Army, this ratio ha; now be- 
come one soldier to each $3,200,000.00 or 
about twice that provided by the National 
Defense Act and shown by our experience 
of eighty years as correct. Another wealth 
factor which is international in character 
and so a danger sign is the fact that our 


foreign credit apart from war debts is 
mounting at the staggering rate of $1,- 
500,000.00 monthly and has a total that is 


almost meaningless because of its im- 
mensity. 

14. The suggestions made for the grad- 
ual increase of the Army to a point where 
it shall be as strong as seemed wise to 
Congress twelve years earlier and before 
our need became as great as it now is, 
should not, therefore cause alarm nor in- 
deed be considered as an “increase” but 
rather as an effectuating of an old and 


adopted policy after a lapse of years. 

Since this discussion deals principally 
with the problems of the Regular Army, 
due study should be made of the functions 
of that part of the whole Army because 
some of those functions demand for their 
successful accomplishment a larger number 
of cfficers than remain after the cuts mide 
in 1922.

If this contact lost or diminished, 
there will soon spring up a three-headed 
army with a danger of splits and disaf- 
fections which will destroy the oneness 
so essential to an effective war army. The 
number of officers available for this duty 
is small—so small that the Regular troops 
suffer from being underofficered and the 
civilian parts of the Army are even now 
beginning to drift away from the main 
body through misunderstandings and lack 
of liaison work. The addition of 902 offi- 
cers per year for the next five years would 
avert this threatened split. 

15. The demands upon the enlisted force 
of the Unit !' States Army while not prop- 
erly a part of this discussion should be 
considered at the same time. It is believed 
that some part of the 70 per cent cut in 
strength as established by the Defense Act

Orders for the first production of bom- 
bardment planes designed for the re- 
equipment of the bombardment units of 
the Army Air Corps, and based upon the 

results of extensive tests of this type of 

airplane, have been awarded by the War 
Department in the form of a contract to 
the Keystone Aircraft Company at Bris- 
tol, Pa., for 25 LB-5A airplanes. 

The LB-5A airplane designed to 
carry 2,000 pounds of bombs at a cruising 
radius of about six hours, with an av- 
erage speed of almost 100 miles per hour. 
Five machine guns are included in its 
armament, two in the forward cockpit, 
two in the rear cockpit, and on tunnel 
gue desienec for sheviing through the 
floor. The plane has two Liberty motors, 
une on each of the lower wings. The fuse- 
lage is designed for a crew of four, com- 
prising the pilct, mechanic, machine- 
gunner and bombardier. 

These bombardment planes are to be 
assigned to the Bombardment Group at 
Langley Field, Norfelk, Va., and will re- 
lease from Langley Field planes now 
in use there and which are in turn sched- 
uled for allocation to the Air Corps Ad- 
vanced Flying School, Kelly Field, Tex., 
for the training of those students spe- 
cializing in bombardment.

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Standardization in the Army 
(Continued from Page 182.) 


of the Government. The cooperation and 
advice of interested commercial and indus- 
trial concerns is requested and their recom- 
mendations are fully considered by the 
technical committees. The specification as 
agreed on by the technical committee is 
then submitted te, all departments and es- 
tablishments of the Government, through 
their respective representatives on the 
Federal Specifications Board, for comment 
and criticism. At the same time, copies 
of the proposed specifications are infor- 
mally submited to the American Engineer- 
ing Standards Committee with a request 
for their assistance in securing comment 
and criticism from the various interested 
engineering and technical societies of the 
country. All criticisms received are re- 
fecred back to the respective technical 
committees for consideration on their 
merits. When the specification is finally 
agreed upon, it is promulgated by the Fed- 
eral Specifications Board as official Gov- 
ernment standard for use in connection 
with the purchase of material covered by 
the specification.” 

The procedure guarantees that the needs 
of all the Government agencies are coordi- 
nated and, if possible, existing conflicts 
eliminated. It further insures the specifi- 
cations being in accord with commercial 
practice and the Government being able to 
obtain its supplies from a variety of 
sources. This latter desideratum is being 
furthered by the so-called ‘Certification 
Plan,” adopted by the Bureau of Standards. 
This plan consists of sending each of the 
Federal Board Specifications to the manu- 
tacturers of the particular article and ob- 
taining an expression of their willingness 
to manufacture and to certify to pur- 
chasers who so desire that the material so 
supplied conforms to the requirements and 
tests of the appropriate United States 
Government Master Specification. The 
scheme is full of potential benefit to the 
War and Navy Departments in industrial 
war planning, as it will broaden the source 
of supply of many of those items required 
in case of emergency. 

In the work of standardization, in all of 
its ramifications, the Army is vitally in- 
terested. Every forward step in standard- 
ization is a step toward real National De- 


fense, for standardization means inter- 
changeability of parts, broadened manu- 
facturing facilities, faster quantity pro- 


duction, less man-power for the production 
of munitiens, and, hence, greater man- 
power for the fighting line. It is with 
great interest, therefore, that the work of 
the Bureau of Standards, of the American 
Engineering Standards Committee, and 
other standardizing bodies, is being watched 
by the War Department. The department 
is one of the member bodies of the Ameri- 
can Engineering Standards Committee and 
is represented on its executive committee. 
This organization is the eentral coordinat- 
ing agency of some technical societies and 
trade associations, representing practically 


all the industries of the country. Through 
this representation the latest “American 
Standards” as adopted by the American 


Engineering Standards Committee are al- 
ways available to the Army, so that its 
specifications can be kept in accord with 
standard practice. 

In much the same way the Army follows 
the work of the Division of Simplified Prac- 
tice of the Department of Commerce. This 
division is working actively for “the re- 
duction of industrial waste through the 
elimination of unnecessary diversity in 
sizes, types, dimensions, etc., of manu- 
factured products.” While the normal ad- 
vantages to be gained directly are de- 
creased production costs, lower selling ex- 
penses and fewer misunderstandings (be- 
tween dealer and user, for the Army, it 
means fewer parts and styles required, the 
possibility of obtaining greater quantities 
of suitable material from commercial 
stocks, less depot personnel, and simplifi- 
cation throughout the enire chain of sup- 

ly. Through the close contact maintained 
Sobween the War and Commerce Depart- 
ments all the tentative recommendations of 
the Division of Simplified Practice are con- 
sidered by the Assistant Secretary of War 
for the War Department, through its va- 
rious supply branches, and their technical 
committees, and accepted if not in conflict, 
with special military requirements. In 
general, however, the War Department can 
simplify even beyond the recommendations 
of the Division of Simplified Practice. For 
example, economy and perfection of de- 
sign may require, in time of peace, thirty 
sizes of pipe, varying by % inch from \% 
‘inch to 2 inches, by %% inch from 2 inches 
to 6 inches, etc., while in the field in time 
of war five sizes of pipe may well serve 
all the real demands and mean a saving 
ia time and transportation. Adherence to 
the recommendations is made, therefore, 
whenever possible, being one more check 
on the assurance of our being able to ob- 
tain the article in quantity in time of war. 

In all its phases the Army is not only 
keeping abreast of the standardization 
movement, it is keeping ahead of it. It is 
pointing out the need of it in all its mili- 
tary equipment, it is stressing the adoption 
of commercial standards, it is insisting on 
the elimination of odd sizes, noncommercial 
composition and properties; it is striving 
for the preparation of a formal specifica- 
tion or short buying description for every 
article it will require in time of war from 
a complicated forty-ton tank to a screw; 
it is however, insisting that the standards 
set are high enough te obtain thoroughly 
satisfactory material and workmanship and 
in special cases—as in steels for aircraft— 
is demanding ever higher and _ higher 
grades, resulting in many important ad- 
vances in metallurgy, chemistry, physics 
and eleetrical engineering, the results of 
which are gradually extended to civilian 
practice.

| bo ITS latest report on production, the 
Federal Board states that its indexes 
of both manufacturing and mineral pro- 
duction, in which allowance is made for 
usual seasonal variations, decreased be- 

tween August anid Scptem * r. 

It co-tinues: 

Production of iron and steel was in 
smaller volume in September than in any 
month since 1925. There were also de- 
creases from August to September in the 
output of nonferrous metals, automobiles, 
and rubber tires, while the textile and shoe 
and leather industries continued active. The 
production of bituminous coal showed about 
the usual seasonal increase in September 
and October, but continued in smaller 
volume than during the same period of other 
recent years. The output of anthracite was 
considerably reduced during September and 
the first half of October, following an in- 
crease in August, and the weekly output of 


crude petroleum has decreased slightly 
since the early part of August. The value 
of building contracts awarded continued 


somewhat smaller during September and the 
first three weeks of October than during 
the corresponding period of 1925 or 1926; 
declines occurred in contracts for residen- 
tial, commercial, industrial, and educational 
buildings, while contracts for public works 
and utilities were larger in September than 
in the corresponding month of any previous 
year.
